Chapter I. 

1, General progress of the Co-operative Movement. 

This is the third report on the working of Co-operative Societies 
in Andhra Pradesh after its formation on 1st November 1956. The 
Co-operative movement has had another year of satisfactory 
progress. 

In the first place, the adoption of the resolution on co-operative 
policy by the National Development Council in November 1958, 
modified the existing policy in regard to the primary ciedit structure 
adopted in pursuance of the recommendations of the AH India Rural 
Credit Survey committee and gave a new turn to the programme of 
Co-operative development. While re-emphasizing the role of village 
Co-operatives in rebuilding the rural economy, the National Develop- 
ment Council has called for organisation of Co-operatives on the basis 
of village community and their revitalisation so as to ensure their 
effective functioning as service Co-operatives. The resolution has also 
laid down certain broad objectives for fulfilment by Co-operatives viz., 
universal membership, provision of adequate and timely finance to 
members on the basis of production plans and treating anticipated 
crop as the principal security, expansion of facilities for Co-operative 
marketing, storage, ware-housing and processing, pro vision of adequate 
training facilities, and above all, the simplification of laws, rules 
and procedures so as to remove regidity and ensure decentralisation 
and delegation of powers etc. In pursuance of the above resolnation 
of the National Development Council, a supplementary plan compris- 
ing additional programmes for Co-operative developmental activities, 
with emphasif on revitalisation of village credit societies, construction 
of rural godo&ns, strengthening of departmental staff for audit and 
other functions etc., was formulated for implementation. These 
schemes were implemented during the Co-operative year 1959-60. 

Secondly, in the field of agriculture credit, there was rethinking 
about tfief size of primary village Co-operative societies. The large- 
siaed societies had undoubtedly achieved significant success in mobilising 
local savings and in providing increased credit to the agriculturists, 
lu the context, however, of the need to develop the movement as, a 
peoples movement and of the importance of encouraging and streng- 
thening valage institutions on the basis of self-reliance, the National 
DevetefpifennCouncil expressed tile view that the future organisation of 
CbHQpe^asusoc«<>ties should be on the basis of one village one society 
and responsiblity for the development of the village

might be placed fully on the villagers themselves. The Government of 
India have accordingly laid down that, as a general rule, there should 
be only one society for each village or a group of village-, covering 
not more than a popul ition of 1000 and that this society should not 
only provide credit but also undertake otbei services essential for agri- 
cultural production. There has been a further rethinking about th s 
aspect in the light of the report of the Expel t Committee on Co-operative 
Credit (under the Chairmanship of Sri V. L. Mehta) appointed by th" 
Government of India and it has since been agreed to enhance the 
population limit to 3000 in the interests of viability. 


The services expected of the primary societies at the village level as 
detailed in the National Development Council resolution aie already 
envisaged in the objec s of the existing multipurpose rural credit societies 
in Andhra area. But these societies worked mostly as Credit insti- 
tutions. It was therefore, proposed to reorganise the primary rural 
credit societies into effective multipurpose Co-operatiye credit societies 
by th: end of the Second Five-Year Plan. Action in this regard was 
initiated in the State towards the close of the year under report. 


Thirdly, there has been of late, an increasing recognition of the 
need for linking agriculture credit with production. This involves 
provision of further credit to the agriculturists, who are already getting 
credit from the Co-operatives but not in an adequate measure and also 
the financing of cultivators who are not getting credit at all, because 
of their inability to offer tangible security. As a pilot measure towards 
the linking of credit with production, the Government of India offered 
to provide a suplemental line of credit from their funds. It was pro- 
posed to implement the scheme in 20 select blocks one each in the 20 
districts of the Stale. The scheme did not however, materialise at it 
was considered that the funds required could as well be obtained from 
the Reserve Bank. The provision of full finance to meet the needs of 
production necessarly involves the relaxation of the existing credit 
limits of the Co-operatives. 


Fourthly, the year witnessed the formation of adh c panchayat

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The primal y agriculture credit societies met the increasing demands 
made on them by the agriculturists for productio i and marketing 
operations. The cudit societies, the land Morliagc banks and the 
nmi ketmg societies, provided loars to the Agriadtuii . to the extent 
of Rs. 15 96 crores during the year. The a vet ago > embership per 
society in the country was 65 while the average membu .hip per society, 
m Andhra Pradesh was 99. The average working e,. utal per society 
in the country was Rs. 9,320 while the average woikmg capital per 
society in Andhra Pradesh was Rs. 16,383. In the field of Long Term 
Credit, the loans outstanding against members in Primaiy Land 
Mortgage Banks in Andhra Pradesh amounted to Rs. 4 94 ciorcs while 
those outstmding against membeis of all piimaiy land mortgage banks 
in the country stood at Rs. 15.14 crores as on 30th June 1959. 


2. Co-operative Credit — Short and Medium Term. 

(a) Apex Ban!\s :— The two apex cr-operati\e bank' namely, the 
Andhra State Co-operative Bank Ltd., Vi]ayawada, in the Andhra area, 
and the Hyderabad Co-operative Apex Bank Ltd., Hyderabad in the 
Telangana aiei. continued to make steady progress during the year 
under report. In pursuance of tne recommendation of the informal 
conference held by the Reserve Bank to consider the effect of State 
Reorganisation Act, 1956, on the jurisdiction of apex societies that 
there should be only one apex bank for each reorganised State, steps 
are being taken to amalgamate the Andhra State Co-operative Bank 
and the Hyderabad Co-operative Apex Bank, Hyderabad. 


In the context of the Second Five Year Plan, co-operatives in 
Andhra Pradesh are working to achieve the objective of serving 100% 
of the villages, 33’3% of the population and 16% of the total credit 
needs of the agriculturists. There is, therefore, increasing demand for 
funds by rural credit co-operatives. The formation of more rural banks, 
large sized societies and small sized agricultural credit societies, the 
increase in the targets of agriculture production decided upon by the 
Government of India and the entrustment of monopoly distribution of 
chemical fertilisers to the co-operatives have all resulted in increased 
demand for funds from central banks and the apec co-operative banks. 
These banks have been striving hard to augment theit deposits position. 
But on account of the then prevailing tight money market conditions, 
the demand on surplus funds of individuals as well as institutions by 
the Central and State Governments tor implementation of the schemes 
included in the Secoad Five Year Plan and also due to the fact that the 
local (Commercial banks offer high rates of interest, the banks were not 
tfcleto improve their deposits position So as to keep pace with the 
increasing demand for funds. The banks had, therefore, to obtain 
financial accommodation, from the Reserve Bank and the State Bank 
of India, either with or without Government guarantee.

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Tlie bank had, on the 30th June 1959, 15 central banks as its 
members with paid up share capital of Rs, 78.10 lakhs. The total 
deposits held by it (including reserve fund deposits of central banks) 
amounted to Rs. 130.32 lakhs as against Rs. 115.55 lakhs at the end of 
die previous year, the loans and cash credits issued by it to central 
banks, societies, individuals etc. during the year amounted to 
R>. 2,381.23 lakhs while the loans outstanding against them on the last 
day of the year stood at Rs. 1,158.53 lakhs. The net profit earned by 
tne bank for the year was Rs. 7.63 lakhs as against Rs. 7.64 lakhs for 
the previous year. The bank kept up its obligations to the Reserve 
Bank under , short and medium term loans, to the State Bank of India 
under cash credit; for financing fertilisers business and to the' Gcfyerh- 
nient under ^ medium term loans. 

(ii) The Hyderabad Co-operative Apex Bank Limited '.— The bank 
continued to have a credit limit of Rs. 1 50 lakhs on Government 
guarantee from the Reserve Bank for financing seasonal agricultural 
operations and marketing of crops in the 9 Telangana districts. During 
the year; the limit was got enhanced from 150 lakhs to Rs, 300 lakhs. 
The pressure for loans on the apex bank from central banks was so 
great that the apex bank had to raise its paid up share capital by calling 
additional share capital from the central banks and it also sought a 
contribution of Rs. 5 lakhs towards its share capital during the year 
from the Government. The bank was also provided with short term 
loans by the Reserve Bank of India to the extent of Rs. 6.83 lakhs on 
behalf of central banks on Government guarantee for financing the

Issued in the previous year. The percentage of overdues to demand in 
respect of loans due from their affiliated societies worked out to 8 as 
against 9 in the previous year. The loans and advances due to central 
banks from all the societies and individuals amounted to Rs. 1,601*56 
lakhs and Rs. 15.41 lakhs respectively. All the central banks worked 
at a net profit, which amounted to Rs. 19.35 lakhs on the aggregate for 
the year.

Ia Andhra, the primary agricultural credit societies, issued torn to 
the extent of Rs. 1,205.78 lakhs during the year as against Rs. 1,003.87 
lakbs issued by them in the previous year. The loans issued tor produc- 
tive purposes constituted 89 per cent of total loans issued. Surety loan* 
outstanding against members to, the total loans outstanding was 62.3 
per cent and mortgage loan 27.7 percent as against 60.74 per cent and 
18 94 Per cent respectively in the previous year. The percentage of 
overdues under principal was 17.7 at the end of the year as against 
17 6 at the end of the previous year. Repeated appeals to co-operatives 
to -tighten up their supervisory arrangements and endeavour to improve 
the repayment position was made. Though these efforts have produced 
; some satisfactory results; better results are necessary and possible, 
particular attention being giveh to recovery of loans pending for more 
than one year.

The Government oflndia have constituted a Working Gioup on 
co-operative farming with Sri Nijahngappa as Chaitman tolelp 
formulation of an active programme based « n as aiLble expeiiences for 
the purpose of adopting co-operative farming as the ult.mate pattern of 
agriculture in India. The Working Group has been requested to 
examine the types of methods of organisation and management of far- 
ming societies and other connected matteis and to recommend measures 
necessary for promoting the programme of joint farming. The Working 
Group has since submitted its report on which tl e Government oflndia 
have also taken certain policy decisions. Development of co-operatne 
farming is receiving special attention under the Third 1 ive Year Plan. 

(b) provision of irrigation facilities '.— The integrated development 
of the water and land resources of the country is of fundamental impor- 
tance to its economy and that both major and minor irrigation works 
have relative advantages of their own for the promotion and execution 
of minor irrigation schemes. Co-operative irrigation societies have been 
functioning in Andhra for sometime past. 1 he twenty eight irrigation 
co-operative societies provided facilities for cultivation of 8,527 acres 
by pumping water for irrigation. These co-operatives are really self- 
help organisations and point to the way in which a group of farmers 
can provide for themselves facilities which not only improve their econo- 
mic condition but make some contribution to increased agriculture 
production. 

Besides the services done by irrigation co-operative societies, 
primary agricultural credit societies in Andhra provided medium term 
loans to agriculturists for purchase of pump sets for irrigation, to am 
extent of Rs. 7*14 lakhs during the year 1958-59. 


(c) Distribution of fertilisers :— The scheme of distribution of 
ammonium sulphate entrusted to co-operatives in Andhra during 1956 
on monopoly basis was continued during the year. Urea also was

III. PRODUCTION OF OTHER FOOD STUFFS. 

312 /nilk co-opeiatives and 15 milk supply unions handled milk and 
milk products valued at Rs. 26-78 lakhs during the year under report. 
Two of the milk supply unions at Kurnool and Guntur have construc- 
ted dairy buildings and installed pasteurisation plants. During the 
year under report a similar scheme was taken up at Nellore towards 
which a sum of Rs. 1-30 lakhs was provided by Government towards 
site and buildings. With the consumers greater interest and patronage 
and provision of modern facilities of pasteurisation and storage, these 
organisations are expected to play an important role in the production 
and distribution of milk. 

There were 342 fishermen co-operative societies which issued loans 
amounting to Rs. 0 69 lakhs to their members during the year nnder 
report. 

There are five salt manufacturers co-operative societies of which 
four manufactured salt of the value of Rs. 1*51 lakhs and effected sales 
of the value of Rs. 1 58 lakhs during the year. 

The Etikoppaka co-operative sugar factory In the Visakhapatnam 
district continued to make steady progress. It produced about 5,474 
tons of sugar dur mg the year. The successful working of this co- 
operative factory has set a pace for expansion of this industry on 
co-operative basis. Steps were taken under the Second Five ’Year 
Plan to establish five co-operative Sugar factories, one each atAma- 
dalavalasa, Chodavaram, Palakole, Chittoor and Nizamabad. Work 
relating to the installation of plant and machinery is in progress in the 
case of first four institutions and it is expected that the factories at 
Amadalavalasa and Chodavaram will go into production by 1st Novem- 
ber 1961 and the other two during 1961-62 season. 


5. Role of Co-operatives in Agricultural Marketing. 

There were 173 primary marketing societies in Andhra Pradesh 
i.e., 151 in Andhra 22 in Telengana area. 

The primary marketing societies issued loans to their members 
against pledge of produce to a tune of Rs. 180-42 lakhs during the year. 
The produce received was mostly paddy and Jaggery. The value of 
produce marketed by them during the year Amounted to Rs. 48*11 lakhs 
as against Rs. 38-54 lakhs in the previous year. They distributed, 
seed, chemical fertilisers, agricultural implements etc., to the value of 
Rs. 174*45 lakhs during the year at against Rs. 152*33 during the 
previous year. 


For the development _ of co-operative marketing, Government 
continued to provide financial assistance towards share capital, installa- 
tion of pnwessing units like decoiticators cotton gins, etc,, construction 
of godowns and managerial staff.

Weavers Co-operative Central Association Ltd., Hyderabad the two 
Apex Weavers co-operative societies for Hand-loom Weavers Co-opera- 
tives in Andhra Pradesh, have been playing a vital role m coordina- 
ting the activities of their affiliated primaries for increased production 
of hand-loom cloth and their marketing. The Hyderabad Hand-loom 
Weavers Co-operative Association Ltd., was not reconstituted before the 
reorganisation of States m 1956. By virtue of section 105 of the State 
Reorganisation Act 1956, it is deemed to have be6n registered under 
the Multi Unit Co-operative Societies Act. Proposals are under 
way to reconstitute the Hyderabad Hand-loom Weavers Central Co- 
operative Association Ltd., Hyderabad. 

.The Andhra Hand-loom Weavers’ Co-operative Society continued 
to supply yam to us members societies and also to arrange lor sale ot 
the doth manufactured through its sales depots and emporia. The 
apex society distributed yam worth Rs. 154*72 lakhs to its member 
societies and sold doth worth Rs. 72*17 lakhs through its 187 empona 
or depots, during the year under report. The Hyderabad Hand-loom 
Weavers Co-operative Central Association Ltd., Hyderabad continued 
to supply raw materials and loom accessaries to the primaries through 
Its Zonal marketing centres. It purchased cloth worth Sts. 31*17 lakhs, 
and sold doth worth Rs. 3W6 lakhs through its sale depots and 
emporia. It sold raw material to its members societies worth Rs. 5-74 
lakhs during the year 1958-59.

10. Role of Co-operatives in the Community Project

operation in the State at the end of the year. The percentages of coverage 
of villages and population by co-operatives in the blocks were 82 and 
45 as on the 30th June ’59 as against 69 and 21.6 per cent respetively 
for the entire State.

Co- 
operatives constitute the only appropriate type of institution and there 
is no alternative to it. 

11. Role of Co operation in the Second Five Year Plan. 

The third year of the Second Five Year-Flan came to a close 
during the period under report. The targets set out for achievement 
under various co-operative schemes were achieved in most cases; 

The tempo of progress of co-operative development schemes 
increased considerably during the year under report i.e., 1958-59 and 
received further momentum in 1959-60 with supplementary scheme 
drawn up in pursuance of the National Development Council’s 
resolution (November 1958) on Co-operative policy. The programme 
drawn up for the year 1958-59 was of the order of Rs. 133-92 lakhs, 
of which a sum of Rs. 122-52 lakhs was actually utilised. The details 
of the scheme implemented are furnished elsewhere in this report. 


12. State Co-operative Advisory Council. 


The Andhra Pradesh State Co-operative Advisory Council met 
thrice during the year under the Chairmanship of the Minister for 
Co-operation and Housing.

During the year 1959-60, 6 districts in 
Telangana area were divided each into two Deputy Registrar circles 
while in two Districts in Andhra area namely Srikakulam and Nellore 
districts, a thrid Deputy Registrar’s circle was created in each district. 
This measure is intended to limit the jurisdiction of the circle officers? 
to a manageable size. As on date there are 44 Deputy Registrars circles 
in the State.

Progrees in TeJengana Area. 

During the year 1958-59, the final audit of 9,141 societies, for the 
cc-onerative year ended 30th June 1958 had to be completed. The 
audit of some societies for two or more years had to be brought up-to- 
date. There was a staff of only 44 Senior Inspectors and _ 108 Junior 
Inspectors to audit the accounts of these societies at the begnining of the 
year. This was found to be quite inadqeuate in view of large number 
of societies to be audited. Government were pleased to sanction 
additional staff of 40 Senior Inspectors and 35 Junior Inspectors to 
bring the audit of societies in Telengana up-to-date during 1958-59. 
The total strength of audit staff in Telengana aiea at the end of the year 
was, 84 Senior Inspectors *nd 143 Junior Inspectors. The final audit 
of 6,605 societies upto the >ear 1057-58 had been completed during the 
period under report. All the additional posts sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment could not be filled up for want of suitable personnel. All possible 
steps are being taken to get the arreais of audit cleared which has 
accumulated mainly due to non-availabihty of the full compliment of 
staff sanctioned by the Government. 

Apart from the Departmental staff, a panel of 1 5 Chartered Accoun- 
tants and 13 Retired Officers of the Co-operative Department was 
approved to audit the accounts of societies like Weavers Co-operative 
Societies, industrial Co-operatives and other institutions. 

Audit Fees: 

In Telengana area, a sum of Rs. 3,04,896-42 was due under audit 
fees from 1947-48 on (-) wards. Of this, a sum of Rs. 75,386-84 was 
collected upto the end of the period under report leaving a balance of 
Rs. 2,29,509-58 m arrears at the end of the year. Steps are being 
taken to collect the entire arrears under audit fees.

6. Liquidation. 

There were 1,797 societies under liquidation in Andhra Pradesh, 
i.e., 1,010 societies in Andhra 787 societies in Telangana at the begining 
of the year. During the year, the registration of 315 and 73 societies 
in Andhra and Telangana respectively i.e, , in all 388 in Andhra Pradesh 
■ was-' cancelled, the affairs of 219 and 48 societies were finally closed 
leaving 1,106 and 812 societies in Andhra and Telangana respectively 
under liquidation at the end of the year. Out ol 1,918 societies under 
liquidation, 810 societies were primary agricultural credit ' societies, 
519 non-agricultural credit societies and 589 non-credit societies The 
liquidation of large number of primary agriculture credit societies was 
due to their merger for the formation of large sized societies. A sum 
of Rs. 5-83 lakhs was collected while liabilities to a tune of Rs. 5-72 

lakhs were paid off during the year under report. 

Total assets pending realisation in all the societies under liquida- 
tion amounted to Rs. 85 52 lakhs while the total amount of liabilities 
to be discharged at the end of the year amounted to Rs. 112-08 lakhs. 
Detailed particulars relating to liquidated societies is given in table 
No. 42. 

* 7. Criminal Prosecutions,

In the meantime the banks have been permitted to appoint 
their own staff, in the vacancies of Government Supervisors arising 
either on account of their promotion or their retirement; and have agreed 
to provide subsidy to the banks at a maximum of Rs. ICO per month 
per Supervisor till 3 years in respect of the staff appointed by the banks 
in the vacant posts. The transfer was actually effeted on 1st May 1959. 
Besides the above Supervisors subsidy at a maximum of Rs.; 1 00/— per 
month per Supervisor on a 3 year sliding scale was sanctioned by Gov- 
ernment under the second Five Year Plan Scheme for 1CD additional 
supervisors appointed by the ; banks in Telangana during the year 
1958 — 1959 and 1959— 1960. Now the supervision over the primary 
societies is attended to by the central banks with the assistance of 
the above supervisory staff. To control and regularate the work of 
these supervisors Government have given free services of Departmental 
Senior Inspectors to work as Executive Officers of the bank (one Senior 
Inspector for each bank). Government have also given free services of 
Co-operative Sub Registrars to work as Secretaries of the banks (one 
for each bank) with a view to reorganise the account keeping and other 
aditninistfatiye matters on a Sound basis.

The Reserve Bank of India as usual agreed to contribute 20 % of 
the issue or the short-fall in public subscriptions which ever is lower. 
The series having been fullv subscribed by the public, the bank did not 
approach the Reserve Bank of India for its contribution. 

In my previcus report I referred to the rural debentures floated by 
the bank and the circumstances under which it was deferred. During 
the year, the Reserve Bank of India reviewed the position and agreed 
that the Rural debentuies might be issued in two sets, the first set for 
7 years to be subscribed by individuals and the 2nd set for 15 years to 
be subscribed by the Reserve Bank of India. The mortgages that will 
form cover to the debentuies of either set will be for 15 years. The 
principal collections received on these mortgages in the 1st 7 years will 
be enough to repay the 7 years debentures of the 1st set while the 
collections received in the remaining 8 years will be adequate to redeem 
the debentures of the 2nd set at the end of 15 years from the date of 
issue. 

During the year under report, the bank floated two series of rural 
debentures i. e., series (vfi)and (vf«) series, the (v/f) for Rs. 20 lakhs and 
the (tifnO for Rs. 15 lakhs as shown below:

The first set of debentures in either series was fully subscribed by 
the individuals and the second set by the Reverve Bank of India. 


The debentures in circulation at the beginning of the year amoun- 
ted to Rs. 501*83 lakhs. Debentures to the extent of Rs. 105 lakhs 
were issued during the year. Debentures redeemed on the dates of 
maturity and the debentures purchased by the bank from the market 
and cancelled amounted to Rs. 16*15 lakhs. The amount of debentures 
in circulation at the end of the year was Rs. 590 68 lakhs. The average 
borrowing rate of debentures in circulation on 30th June 1959 worked 
out to 3*91 percent as against 3*79 at the end of the previous year. 
The Government with the approval of State Legislature have m their 
order Ms. No. 1625 Agriculture dated, 21st August 1958 enhanced 
the maximum amount of their guarantee for the debentures issued by the 
Bank under section 6 of the Madras Co operative Laud Mortgage Banks 
Act from Rs. 550 lakhs to Rs. 750 lakhs. As against this the debentures 
outstanding on 30th June 1959 amount to Rs. 591 lakhs. The State 
Government have continued to provide the Bank with interim finance 
(temporary accommodation) repayable in 9 months or earlier if deben- 
tures are issued within 9 months. A sum of Rs. 22 lakhs was outstand- 
ing at the beginning of the year. A sum of Rs. 7 lakhs was drawn 
during the year and the entire amount of Rs. 29 lakhs was repaid 
before the end of the Co-operative year. The working capital of 
the bank amounted to Rs, 660.21 lakhs as against Rs. 588.31 lakhs at 
the end of the previous year.

The Bank encouraged loans to small ryots as usual. On account 
of the high cost of improvements, the ryots require larger amounts. 

The rate of interest continued to be at 6 per cent to primary Land 
Mortgage Banks and 7 per cent to the ultimate borrower. The confe- 
rence of the representatives of the primary Land Mortgage banks held 
on 4th January 1959 expressed the view that the margin of one percent 
was inadequate and that it might be enhanced. In pursuance of this, 
the bank reduced the rate of interest from 6 percent to 5 3/4 per cent 
with effect froth 1st July 1958 and the interest collected in excess was 
riven to the credit of primary Land Mortgage Banks. The average

During the year, leans to an extent of Rs. 72.30 lakhs were given 
to members. A sum of Rs. 463.18 lakhs was outstanding against 
members at the end of the year. Out of Rs 40.31 lakhs collected during 
the year, Rs 32.61 lakhs was collected against demand. A sum of 
Rs. 7.43 lakhs was overdue from members towards the loans taken by 
them from the primary land mortgage banks at the end of the year. 
The overdue position is on the increase. In a large measure this was 
contributed by the Nandyal Land Mortgage Bank. The overdues in 
other banks are partly due to delaved measures taken by the banks for 
filling execution petitions. In order to ensure quick disposal of execu- 
tion petitions the Co-operative Sub-Registrars for Land Mortgage Bank* 

* were authorised to execute execution petitions under section 9 and 13 
of the Madras Land Mortgage Banks Act. Hither to the practice was 
that these applications were executed by the Junior Inspector-Sale 
Officers under Deputy Registrars. As this involved delay in execution 
work, the above change was effected. 

Against a loan target of Rs. 1 10 lakhs fixed for issue of long term 
loans through Land Mortgage Banks during 1958-59 in Andhra, the 
Land Mortgage Banks issued loans to a tune of Rs, 72.30 lakhs. The 
targets were reached by the following 14 banks (I) Pathapatnaa (2) 
Rajahmundry (3) Narsapur (4) New Tadepalligudem (5) Kowur (6) 
Vadlamannadu (7) Gudlavalleru (8) Vijayawada (9) Nandigama (10) 
Vuyyur (1 11 Nuzvid (12) Gudur (13) Ponnur (14) Nayudupet. The 
remaining Banks have been expected to take special efforts to reach the 
loan targets in tlje coming years.

Steps have also been taken to form dis- 
trict co-operative marketing societies in the Telangana area. Two 
district co-operative marketing societies one at Karimnagar and the 
another at Nizamabad have been started during the current year i. fc,, 

1959- 60. It is hoped that the remaining districts in Telangana would 
also be covered by district co-operative marketing societies by the end of 

1960 - 61 .

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total sales of Rs. 282*82 lakhs, value of chemical fertilizers sold alone 
amounted Rs. 268*18 lakhs. At the end of the year, they held stock of 
the value of Rs. 98*34 lakhs as owners and Rs. 1 1,742 as agents. A few 
district co-operative marketing societies have also distributed consuramer 
goods such as sugar, groundnut cake, milk powder, electric motors, 
maida, sojja, coffee seeds, hand loom doth etc. The main objects of 
the district co-operative marketing societies are to co-ordinate and deve- 
lop the activities of the primary marketing societies affiliated to them, 
particularly, in the matter of export business and in the supply of agri- 
cultural requisites like manures, agricultural implements etc. They have 
been assisting the primaries to some extent in these activities. They 
sold the produce of the members of affiliated societies of the value 
of Rs. 0*75 lakhs. A few societies exported onions and chillies to 
foreign countries. 


3. The Andhra Co-operative Marketing Federation Ltd. 

The membership is cofined to the eleven district co-operative 
marketing societies in Andhra area, the Andhra State Co-operative 
Bank and the Government Its paid up share capital as on the 30th 
June 1959 was Rs. 3*65 lakhs of which the contribution of Government 
was Rs. 2*50 lakhs. 

Though the society was formally started on its work on 19th 
September 1957, it has undertaken regular business since May 1959. 
It obtained permits for export of onions and chillies to Ceylon, Singa- 
pore and Penang and exported onions and chillies through shipping 
agents at Madras, Nagapatnam and Tuticorn ports. It exported 4971 
tons of onions and 17 tons of chillies of the value of Rs. 21*97 lakhs 
and Rs. 0*23 lakhs respectively. 

In addition to the above, the fedaration arranged distribution of 
161 tons of milk powder of value of Rs 2*52 lakhs through the district 
co-operative marketing societies upto the end of 1958. It realised a 
sum of Rs. 21,085 by way of commission on these transactions. 

In March 1959, Government appointed the Andhra Co-operarive 
Marketing Federation as one of the two importing agents of wheat 
products, maida and soji from Madras. Against April and May 1959 
quotas, it lifted stocks of 1120 tons valued at Rs. 6*40 lakhs from the f 
flour mills in Mad as and distributed them through 1 1 district co-opera- 
tive marketing Societies in Andhra areaf 

• The President and, the Business Manager of the federation urider- 
took a business tour to Ceylon, Singapore and Penang In November, 
1958 and have established contact with reputed firms m the countries 
visited ! © develop export business of agricultural commodities of 
Andhra Pradesh. As a result of the tour, a branch office of the 
lederafipn Was, established in;Madras; ; fkom;thei'b'?gitihiri'g of February 
1959, toarrange to exp^rt to foreign countries of surplus agricultural 
- cfe&hi ■' ' .The Federation could, not export large 
quantities of commodities as the commodities for which permits were 
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applied for by the Federation have been freely permitted to be exported 
under the new policy of Government of India and the co-operatives are 
not in a position to compete with the Private traders. 

The Federation has also submitted a s rheme to take over distri- 
bution of chemical fertilisers in Andhra area on monopoly basis and the 
matter is under consideration of Government. Further the federation 
has applied to the Iron and Steel Controller, Government of India at 
Calcutta for registration of the federation as controlled stockists to 
enable it to purchase the entire agricultural quota of iron and steel 
intended for Andhra area direct from the manufacturers and distribute 
it through co-operatives. 

4. The Hyderabad Agricultural Co-operative Association. 

It had 795 members on its rolls with a paid up share capital of 
Rs. 4.19 lakhs. Its working capital as on the 30th June, 1959 amoun- 
ted to Rs. 30.07 lakhs. It owed Rs. 19.78 lakhs to Government 
and Rs. 3.00 lakhs to the Nizam. In their G O. Ms. No. 71 Agrl. 
Department dated 7-5-1960 Government sanctioned a loan of Rs. 3.00 
lakhs repayable in 5 years to Hyderabad Agricultural Co-operative 
Association for enabling it to liquidate the debts it owes to the H. E. H. 
Nizam and Sri Hadi Bilgrami creditors. By liquidating these debts, 
Government will get complete control of the properties of the Hyder- 
abad Agricultural Co-operative Association in which they have got a 
major share. 

During the year it purchased manures, iron and steel and other 
consumer goods worth Rs. 12.35 lakhs and sold stocks worth 
Rs. 13.46 lakhs having a stock of the value of Rs. 2.02 lakhs at the 
end of the year. 

It exported about 171 tons'of onions and earned a commission of 
Rs. 4,544 during the year under report. It earned a net profit of 
Rs. 73,604 during the year 1958 — 59 and on account of previous years 
losses it suffered a net loss of Rs. 22.40 lakhs for the year ending 
30th June, 1959. 


5. Taluka Agricultural Co-operative Associations. 

In 'toy previous . report I have reported that it was proposed to 
convert good working Taluk Agricultural Co-operative Associations 
into Co-operative snarkfeting societies, - There was a representation that 
Taluk Agricultural Co-operative Associations might be recognised as 
marketing societies. It may be noted here that the existing bylayirs of 
Taluk Agricultural Co-operative Associations do not suit the changed 
conditions to carry out the objects and functionsof marketing societiees 
in that; they do not provide for issue of produce loans and for obtai- 
ning State contribution towards share capital and that formation of 
marketing societies. is an accepted form of co-operative activity ail 
over India. The existing Taluk Agricultural Cooperative Associations 
have therefore to conotm to the- all India pattern, The Government 
have examined this and i they considered it essential to have only one 
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to get aid for construction of godowns and subscription to share cardial. 
In pursuance of this Government have permitted the conversion o? good 
working Taluk Agricultural Co-operative Associations into Co-operative 
marketing societies. 

As on the 30th June 1959* there were 43 Taluk Agricultural Co- 
operative Associations in the telangana area of Andhra Pradesh. They 
had 61.654 members on their rolls with -a paid up share capital of 
Rs. 17.44 lakhs. Their working capital amounted to Rs. 36.44 lakhs on 
the 30th June 1959. They issued loans and advances to their members 
to a tune of Rs. 1.13 lakhs, recovered a sum of Rs. 0.95 lakhs under 
loans leaving a sum of Rs. 0.99 lakhs outstanding at the end of the 
year under report. A few Taluk Agricultural Co-operative Associations 
marketed the produce cf the members and earned a commission of 
Rs. 14,714 during the year 1958-59. In addition to distribution of 
agricultural quota of Iron and steel as agent of Hyderabad Agricultural 
Co-operative Association, select Taluk Agricultural Co-operative 
Associations have also distributed fertilizers to agriculturists. They 
also purchased and distributed consumer goods. The value of purcha- 
ses and sales made by them during the year amounted to Rs. 13.62 
lakhs and Rs.14.60 lakhs respectively. 16 Taluk Agricultural Co-operative 
Associations worked on a profit of Rs. 49.904 while 17 Taluk 
Agricultural Co-operative Associations sustained net loss of Rs. 3.47 
lakhs for the year ending 1958 — 59. 

The Taluk Agricultural Co-operative Asaociations which have been 
proposed to be converted as marketing societies were given financial 
assistance by Government by way of contribution to share capital, 
loans and subsidies for construction of godowns and managerial 
assistance. 


6. Intensive Development of Marketing Societies. 

During the year, the Government invested a sum of Rs. 14*00 
ittkhs in the shares of Marketing co-operatives by way of Slate 
participation. The details regarding the in vestments made during the 
year and upto the end of the year are given below.

Consequent on the introduction of the scheme of integration of 
rural credit with marketing, the society has been acting as the agent of 
the affiliated member societies in recoveting the loans advanced oy these 
societies to the members of such societies from the sale proceeds of 
these members’ produce. 

During the year 1958-59, the society recovered a sum of Rs. 2*55 
lakhs being the sale proceeds of members of 6 large sized societies 
affiliated to it. 

Anakapalle is the second largest Jaggety producing centre in India. 
The Anakapalle Co-operative Marketing Society handles about l/6th of 
the total produce marketed in this centre. During the year, 
the societv marketted 6,68,635 maunds of Jaggery worth Rs. 31,87,307. 
The economic condition of the members of the society has improved 
considerably that they are reluctant to approach the local Sahukars for 
their financial requirements. Under the scheme of development of 
co-operative marketing, the society was given a State loan of Rs. 52,600 
for construction of two godowns for storage of members produce for 
better market. The society is constructing two godowns (one main 
godown at Anakapalle and an auxiliary godown at Chodavaram) and the 
construction is expected to be completed shortly. 

2. The Hindupur Co-operative Marketing Society Ltd : — It had 1879 
members on rolls with a paid up share capital of Rs. 51,395 of which 
Rs. 20,000 was state contribution. The society marketed jaggery, 
chillies, paddy tamarind and groundnut worth Rs. 2T2 lakhs of its 
members. It also issued loans to its members against pledge of produce 
and a sum of Rs. 52,751 was outstanding at the end of the year. The 
society is also constructing a godown at an estimated cost of 
Rs. 70,000 with State assistance. It earned a net profit of il». 9,099 
for the year ending 1958-59. 

3. The Guntakai Co-operative Marketing Society Ltd., Guntakal:-— 
It had 622 members on its rolls with a paid up share capital of 
Rs. 59,339 as on the 30th Tune 1959. The soc eiy supplied cotton to 
the Andhra Co-operative Spinning Mills Ltd., Guntakal on commission 
basis and earned a commission of Rs 17,051 during the year under 
report. It also issued loans to its members on the pledge of produce 
and a sum of Rs. 38,772 was due from members at the end of the year. 
Government sanctioned a loan of Rs. 1*33 lakhs to the society for 

, JpysteJlation of cotton gin and groundnut decorticator It has also under- 
• t iki^^qo^truption of godown with Government loan and subsidy. 



The installation of processing plants and construction of godown is in 
progress. 

4 The Sinpuram Co-operative Marketing Society Ltd. Guntur 
District '. — It had 79 A class members on its rolls with a paid up share 
capital of Rs. 0-20 lakhs as on the 30th June, 1959. The society con- 
structed a groundnut decorticating factory with the State assistance of 
Rs. 40,000 by way of loan, It chaiged Rs. 1 per bag for the groundnut 
kernal decorticated. It decorticated 1057 bags of groundnut kernal and 
earned working charges of Rs. 1057 during the year. The society pur- 
chased 561 bags of groundnut and decorticated 147 bags ) 57 I /2 lbs. 
of groundnut and sold the entire stock during the year. It also distri- 
buted 520 ba fe s of amonium sulphate and urea to ryots. 

11. Co-operatiie Sugar Factories. 

In my previous report. I have reported that under 
the Second Five Year Flan, it was proposed to set up sugar factories in 
five select places m the State namely Amadaiavalasa (Srikakulam Di- 
strict) Chodavaram (Visakhapatnam Distr.ct), Palacole (West Godavari 
District), Chittoor (Chittoor District), Nizamabad Nizam abad District). 
Except the Nizamabad Co-operative Sugar Factory Ltd., the rest have 
secured licences to set up sugar facto 'ies under the Industrial Develop- 
ment and Regulation Act as on the 30th June 1959. The Nizamabad 
Co-operative sugar factory has also since secured licence for setting up 
the factory. 

Apart from the above five co-operative sugar factories proposed to 
be established during Second Five-Year Plan, two more co-operative 
sugar factories, one at Tuni in East Godavari i hstrict and the another at 
Bhimadole in West Godavari District formed during the previous years 
were taking steps for collection of initial share capital. The sugar 
factoiy at Turn secured licence for setting up the factory while the 
application of the sugar factory at Bhimadole is under consideration of 
Government of India. 

The nine Co-operative Sugar Factories in the State had on their 
rolls 15,919 members with a paid up shate capital of Rs. 109‘43 lakhs. 
Out of the paid up share capital of Rs. 109*43 lakhs, Rs. 48-00 lakhs 
was contributed by Government while Rs. 58-03 lakhs was contributed 
by producer members and Rs. 3‘40 lakhs by others. They held reserves 
to a tune of Rs. 4-11 lakhs and their working capita) amounted to 
Rs. 165-38 lakhs as on the 30th June 1959. 

During the year Government contributed Rs. 24 lakhs to the share 
capital of Sugar Factories at Amadal tvalsa, Chodavaram and Palacole. 
The State contribution to the share capital of 4 Co-operative Sugar 
Factories at Amadaiavalasa, Chodavaram, Palacole and Chittoor at the 
end! of the year 1958-59 was Rs. 48 lakhs. The Government have also 
given the sei vices of a Deputv Registrar each free of cost to the Co-opera- 
tive Sugar Factories at Chodavaram, Palacole, Amadaiavalasa, 
Nizamabad, Tuni to assist the societies in the initial stages. The pro- 
gress made by each of the Co-operati /e Sugar Factory is given below:—

advantage. As on the 30th Jane, 1959 there were 366 members on its 
rolls with a paid up share cwital of Rs. 1 3,300. During the year under 
report the society purchased 344 tons 2080 lbs. of tobacco grown by 
members worth Rs 4ri 6 lakhs and sold them for Rs. 4.16 lakhs. It

13. Fruit Vegetable Growers’ Co-operative Societies, 

There were 1 2 fruit growers’ Co-operative societies in the State 
namely 10 in Andhra and 2 in Telangan a with 1920 members and a paid 
up share capital of Rs, 80,677 as on 30th June 1959, _ Out of 12 societies 
only six societies did buriness. The value of fruits marketed by the 
societies during the year amounted to Rs. 1*60 lakhs and they earned a 
commission of Rs. 9,929. They handled limes and coconuts and they 
were sold in Calcutta, Madras and local markets. 

Two societies in East Godavari and Visakhapatnam districts advan- 
ced loans to their me nbers to a tune of Rs. 91,670 towards cultivation 
expenses. A sum of Rs 1*30 lakhs was outstanding against members 
in 4 societies. The societies in Andhra received advances to a tune of 
Rs. 19,602 from Central Co-operative banks, and paid Rs. 16 465 and a 
sum of Rs. 93,305 was due to centra! Banks at the end of the year A 
sum of Rs. 680 was due to Government towards loans taken. They 
also supplied manures worth Rs, 16,372 to their members.

14, Sugarcane Growers* Co-operative Societies and Unions, 


Sugarcane growers 9 Co-operative societies and unions provide 
cultivation finance to their members for growing sugarcane and arrange 
for the marketing of cane produced by them to sugar factories, if any, 
nearby. 

On the 30th June 1959, there were 7 sugarcane growers’ co-opera- 
tive societies and one union in the State. They had on their rolls 
9,004 members with a paid up share capital of Rs. 3*43 lakhs. Its 
working capital as on 30th June 1939 amounted to Rs. 19 98 lakhs of 
which borrowings from Central banks were Rs. 1 4*42 lakhs. They i 'sued 
loans to 35.55 members to the extent of Rs. 12 33 lakhs during the year 
for meeting expenses of sugarcane cultivation* A sura of Rs, 10*17 
lakhs was outstanding against members at the end of the year. A sum 
of Rs. 1*30 lakhs was overdue at the end of the year. The members 
produced 26,223 tons of su«ar cane valued at Rs, 10*28 lakhs and 
supplied them to the sugar factories in their areas. 

The working of the Anakapalli sugar cane growers’ co-operative 
society requires special mention. It had 3606 members on rolls with 
a paid up share capital of Rs. 55,369 as on 30th June 1959. Its 
working capital as on 30th June 1959 was Rs. 6*65 lakhs. It issued 
loans to a tune of Rs. IT 7 lakhs to its members and a sum of Rs. 0*44 
lakhs was outstanding at the end of the year. The society, functioned 
as an agent for supplying sugar cane to the Visakhapatnara sugars and 
Refinery Limited. It is collecting commission for such supplies. It is 
paying the value of case in advance to the, members and recovering the 
amount from the sugar factory subsequently. The society supplied 
'26,22.3 .'terns of sugar cane valued at Rs, -10*28 lakhs to the factory 
during, the year. It "earned a commission of Rs.. 20 108 on such 
supplies, ' The society supplied chemical fertilizers and manures to 
members of the value of Rs. 23*205 during the year.

C^nmmthe Faming* 

(!) General:—' There are four types of co-operative farming socie- 
ties (i) Co-operative better farming societies (ii) Co-operative tenant 
farming societies fiii) Co-operative joint farming societies and (iv) Co- 
operative collective farming societies. So for as better farming socle* 
ties are concerned separate types of societies have not been organised* 
There are however, a few agricultural improvement societies but their 
working is net satisfactory. In Andhra area, co-operative farming 
societies of the tenant farming type have hitherto been encouraged and 
started. These include co-operative land colonisation societies and 
also field labour co-operative societies. There are two classes of land 
colonisation societies one composed of civilians generally drawn from 
the landless poor and Harijans and the other formed exclusively for 
resettling demobilised ex-servicemen* 

(?) (a) Co-operative Land Colonisation Societies for civilians:— In 
pursuance of their social policy. Government have been promoting 
schemes for the employment of landless poor. One such scheme is the 
' formation of land colonisation co-operative societies for the benefit of 
Harijans and scheduled classes. These societies are designed not only, 
to improve the economic condition of agricultural labourers but also 
increase in some measure food production in the State by reclaiming 
waste lands and bringing them under the plough. These societies are 
assigned Government waste lands on ryotwari tenure. A member has 
no right to sublet, mortgage or otherwise encumber his holding. The 
holding allotted to each member is imparticabie and will on the mem- 
ber’s death pass undivided to his nominee or his legal heir. The 
Government have waived land revenue assessment and water cess for 
the first three 'years. There, were at the end of 1958-59, 29 land colo- 
nisation societies in Andhra area as against 27 at the, beginning, of the 
year. 

There were 2863 members on the rolls of these societies of whom 
, 2557 weire: -active colonists at' the end" of ' the. . year as against 2711 ' 
'members and 2413-:-active colonists in the previous '•-.year.,' '.-The; -total

An interest free loan of Rs. 5 700 was sanctioned and disbursed 
during the year to the Murthirajapuram Land Co'omsation Co-o ne-at’ve 
Society Ltd. in Nellore District to enabb 4 < me mbits of the * ociery to 
purchase *0 pairs of he buffaloes and agric dtural implements. Tn 
addition to this, grants to the extent of Rs7 8,000 find Rs. 500 were 
also given to the Murthirajapuram Land Colonisation Co-ojevtive 
Society and MampaVinchuvanipa’em Co-operative Agricultural land 
co’omsation s* cieties in Nello’e and Vhakhapatnam districts respectively. 
An amount of Rs. 1.37 lakhs was due to Government by these societies 
at the end of the year. 

Of the total extent of 12,114 acres of waste land assigned by the 
Government in favour of these societies 9,866 acres were reclaimed and 
8836 acres were brought under cultivation by the end of the year. 
Efforts are being made to provide irrigation and drainage facilities to 
the lands of these societies. Generally, food crops ate raised by 
members in these lands. Food-crops of the value of Rs. 5.71 lakhs 
was raised during the year under report. In some societies, members 
have undertaken subsidiary occupation like mat-weaving, basket-making 
and sheep-rearing. 

(b) Land Colonisation Societies for Ex-servicemen : — There were 
ten land colonisation societies for Ex-servicemen at the end of the year. 
A detailed account of their working is given in Chapter XL 

3. Societies for Consolidation of Holdings At the beginning of 
the year, there were ten societies for consolidation of holdings. During 
the year one society was liquidated. Thus there were nine societies at 
the end of the year. Except the Penuventa colonisation Co-operative 
society in the West Godavari District, the other societies were 
dormant.

In the meanwhile the Government of India have constituted a 
working croun one ’- •> mentis ’ Farming with Sir S. Nij slingappa as Chair- 
man to help f. r mulct op ol'en acti'n progiamme based on available 
experiences, for the j impose * f adopting co-operative farming as the 
ultimate ratlcr-i of agriculture in India. The working group has been 
requested to examine tLe types and methods of organisation and manage- 
ment of soc'uie and other cornected matters and rec immend measures 
for promoting the mo cram me of joint farmins. Future line of action 
reeat ding the deportment of co-operative farming deptnds on the 
decisions ro b. taken by Government on the leport of the Committee 
in the lipM of the decisions on the Nijahngappa committee report. 
The patten of financial assistance to be g ; vcn to co-o*erative eollective 
and joint farming societies are decided on the raeri.s of each case. 

Government sanctioned in‘erest free loans to a tune of Rs. Ill 
lakhs to enable the societies to meet expenses towards reclamation, 
share capital contribution purchase of bulls, bullock ca'ts, sinking of 
Wells and oil engines. Government have also sanctioned subsidies 
to these societies to a tune of Rs. 73,040. The subsidies have been 
provided to enable the members to continbute to the share capital of 
societies to purchase bulls etc. 

Besides the above financial assistance. Government have also 
provided free se. vices of departmental and technical officers of the 
department to serve in the societies. During the year the free services 
of one Co-operative Sub-Registrar, two peons and one Deputy surveyor 
was given to the Thokalapalli Co-operative society while one Co-opera- 
tive Sub-Registrar, one Junior Inspector and two peons and one Agri- 
cultural Demonstrator were given to Bhujabalapatnam Co-operative 
Collective farming society. Seven farming societies have been sanc- 
tioned the free services of departmental Senior Inspectors to work as 
paid secretaries. 

6. Tenants and field labourers Co-operative Societies ", — There were 
1010 societies of this type as on 30-6—1 959 as against 1014 as on 
30-6-1958 There were 1,11.443 members with a paidup share 
capital of Rs. 3 4 h lakhs on 30-6-1959 as against 98,872 members with 
a paidup share capital of Rs. 3.11 la* hs on 3' th June 1958. The 
members are generally Har ijans and landless labourers. The societies 
obtained on lease 44,191 acres of lanka, padugai land and other 
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7. Agricultural Improvement Co-operative Societies. — There were 
7 Co-operative Agricultural Improvement societies at the end of the 
year, with 622 members and a share capital of Rs. 23,337 . as against 
I societies with 35S members and a share capital of Rs 16,661 at the 
end of the previous year. Their objective is todistiibute improved 
seed, chemical fertilisers and agricultural implements to farmers, which 
is being already served by credit and marketing societies. Hence these 
societies had no scope to turn out any work. I am considering, 
whether it is not desirable to amalgamate them with the existing market- 
ing societies, wherever ; they exist or in the alternative to liquidate them. 

8. Irrigation Societies general progress :— There were 29 co-opera- 
tive irrigation societies 28 in Andhra area and one society in Teiangana 
area: at the end of the year with 4,608 members on rolls and a paidup 
Share capital, of Rs. 2'32 lakhs as against 25 societies in Andhra and 
one society iii Teiangana with a membership of 3,729 and a paidup 
share capital of Rs 2i 5 lakhs at the end of the previous year. The one 
society in the Teiangana area remained dormant. The societies in 
Andhra area were due to Centra! Banks to the extent ef Rs. 4 80 lakhs 
at the end of the year. During the year the societies executed irrigation 
scheme iisvblviag a capital cost of Rs. 0 65 lakhs, They helped members 
tb bring wilder cultivation 8,527 acres of land upto the end of the year

CHAPTER IV 

Co-operative Dairying and Animal Husbandry. 

1. Milk Supply Unions and Societies : — Milk Supply Societies are 
organisations of producers which aim at provision of means of subsi- 
diary income to farmers. Milk supply unions collect milk from milk 
supply societies and others and distribute milk under hygienic condi- 
tions and help the urban consumer to get milk at reasonable prices. On 
the 30th June 1959, } here were 15 Co-operative Milk Supply Unions and 
312 milk supply societies (i. e 297 in Andhra and 15 in lelangana areas). 
During the year under report 34 milk supply societies were registered 
and 13 societies were liquidated in Andhra region while 8 societies were 
registered in the Telangana region of the State. It may be observed 
that the formation of milk supply co-operative societies in the 
Telangana region is of recent origin and every endeavour has been made 
to organise milk supoly societies in the area. In order to facilitate 
formation of milk supply societies in the area, incentives such as reduc- 
tion in the minimum share capital from Rs. 1,000 to Rs. 500 in the case 
of milk supply societies and from Rs. 10,000 to Rs. 5,000 in the case of 
milk supply unions were provided. Government sanctioned the post of 
one Dairy Assistant during the year for organising milk supply societies 
in Warangal and Nizamabad districts. He nas organised 16 milk 
supply societies in the two districts.

There has been an alround improvement in the working of the milk 
supply societies -*nd unions The to*al value of mUk and milk products 
handled by the un ; „nd socedes .a sc from its. 18*28 lakhs to 
Rs. 22*21 saicbs our'ng tne j ? ir u .der report. Trie 136 ‘'ceder societies 
produced 22 SM lbs >ahlis of milk worth Rs. 5 - 51 lakhs and supplied 
18*97 lbs lakhs of nv k worth Ps. T48 lakhs to the unions and sold 3*97 
lakhs of pounds ol milk for R-. 1 *36 lakhs to individual consumers. The 
net profits earned and net hoses sustained by feeder societies were 
R". C"07 lakhs and Its. 0 03 lakhs while the net profits and net losses 
of independent rccie ie: a • anted to Rs. 0* 16 lakhs and Rs. 0* 1 5 lakhs 
respectively.

The 
milk suppiy societies and unions hate to face unhealthy competition 
from private tinders and they cannot keep adequate margins for establish- 
ment and distribution costs. Inc nilk supply societies supply pure milk 
and they can hardly a fiord to adopt the methods of private vendors who 
sell adulterated milk and eim decent piofit*.

There has been a slight increase in the value of milk supplied to 
Government institutions In spite of the encouragement given to them 
by the Government, milk supply unions have not found it an easy 
matter to secure contracts from some public institutions. Unhealthy 
competition from private contractors who were supplying milk to these 
institutions, before the advent of co-operative organisations, lapses on 
the part of some of the Unions in the strict observance of the conditions 
and sometimes the unsympathetic attitude adopted by the officers in 
charge of the public institutions all contribute to the difficulties of the 
unions in the matter. In the»r G. O. Ms. No. 1839 Agriculture dated 
19th. August 1959 Government have ordered that in the matter of accep- 
tance of tenders for supply oi milk to jails, hostels, schools, hospitals and 
certified schools preference should be given to co-ope'atives in Telangana 
•lea as in Apdhra area provided their tender value is within 5 percent 
‘iraMk jute Whichever is less,

These bulls and buh aloes rendered 1,1 00 servic s r,s ag, insl 834 
seivices dui m ti,e last year. Thenunuei cfbull cahcs hufer calves 
and buffaloes boi n d .ring the year were 1129. Seven bundled and 
eighty two were btnef Red imdei the ichcme. An amount of Rs. 718 
was collected towrds service fees, duuiig the year. Eleven societies 
were dormint and they did not maintain stud bulls 

During the year two societies were given subsidies involving 
Rs. 1,200 towards payment of premia. 

The one cattle breeding society in Telnngsna area had 20 
members with a paid capital of Rs. 616. The society was dormant. 
Steps are being taken to revive the society. 

Butter and Creamery Societies :— There were two creamery societies 
with a membership of 33 and a paidup shaie capital of Rs. 66, They 
sold butter worth Rs. 197. 



Egg production Soc"et>es:—As on the 30th June 19b!), there wete 
21 societies in Andhra Pradcsh-19 in Andhra a; d 2 in Tcl.ti.gar < ar?a 
with a total membership of 1009. The paid up ‘.hare capital held by 
the societies in Andhra and Telangana areas were Rs. 5,104 and Rs, 4.9 
resp. 3 cti\ely. During the year one society did a little business while 
the rest remained dormant. This society had 21 membeis with a paid- 
up share capital of Rs. 420. It sold 1044 eggs for Rs. 135.

1. General Progress: — The following statement shows the pro- 
gress made by the societies formed for Harijans and Backward 
communities in Andhra Pradesh as on the 30th June 1959.

*Note: — Such types of societies formed exclusively for the benefit 
of Harijans and Backwatd communities, i. e., credit societies, fishermen 
societies, forest coupe societies, field labourers societies, labour contract 
societies, neera and palm jaggery manufacturing societies have been 
brought together and dealt with above. The above is exclusive of cottage 
industrial co-operative societies. 

Scriptory grants amounting to Rs. 2,800 were sanctioned and 
disbursed to 48 Harijan societies and societies for Backward classes. 

2. Societies for Scheduled Tribes in the Agency Area. 

(a) Generals — The scheduled tribes in the State are largely 
inhabitaled in the agency areas of the East Godavari, West Godavari, 
Visakhapatnam and Snkakulam Districts, Nallamalle hills of the 
Kurnool District in Andhra region and forest areas of the Adilabad, 
Karimnagar and Mahbubnagar Districts of the Telangana region of the 
State. The scheduled tribes continue to be extremely backward econo- 
mically, socially and culturally evenihough dynamic changes have taken 
place around them. Taking advantage of their illiteracy and backward- 
ness, money lenders have been exploiting them by charging usurious 
rates of interest, by paying less for the forest produce offered by them 
and by collect irg higher prices for the domestic requirements supplied 
to them. 

In order to assist these tribes and to ameliorate their lot. Govern- 
ment have sanctioned the appointment of special staff . of eight Senior 
Inspectors and five Junior Inspectors in Srikakulam, Visakhapatnam and 
East Godavari Districts to carry on propaganda among them about the 
co-operative methods of business and marketing of forest produce and 
to start co-operative societies. 

The special staff have been able to form co-operative societies of 
different types. The societies in the agency areas are trying their best 
to advance loans to hillmen at a reasonable rates of interest, purchase 
at fair t * rices, the minor forest produce brought by them and supply 
their domestic requirements at reasonable prices,

Six godowis and A garages in Sr'kakuUm District and 6 godowns 
and 3 garages in Visaklupatnam were constructed in 1955-56 by the 
Public Works Department from out of Rs. 2.00 lakhs sanctioned under 
grants in aid scheme. The ownership of godowns was t r ansferied to the 
corporation dur.ng the sear under report. In addition, the Corporat' >n 
was given financial as istanee for c instruction of 3 g3do\vns-cum-s<alls 
in Srikakulam Duiricl at a cost of Rs. 33,000. The coustructbn was 
completed recently by the Highways Department. 

(c) Agency produce Marketing Co-operatives For the betterment 
of the tribal people who are not getting fair and reas inable return for 
their forest produce, Ihe organ, sation of primary agency mirketing 
co-operatives is conceived as an e, jcnti.il orgimsmion at the base level. 
In pursuance of this, primary agency produce marketing co-operatives 
were organised. 

In addition to the two marketing societies functioning at Dow aura 
in Visakbapatnam District and Gummalakshmipuram in Stikakulam 
District, in their G O. Ms. No. 2208 Education, dated 21si August 1958 
Government have permitted the formation of three more Marketing 
societies one each at Kridmadevipeta and Madugula in Visukhipatnam 
District and one at Ssethampcta in Srikakulatn District. The above 
three societies were organised and registered during the year 1958-59' 
and they were got affiliated to the Cor-poration. In order to fecilitate the 
admission of more tribais into the societies, the value of each share of 
the Primary Marketing societies was reduced. Thus thera were five 
primary agency produce marketing societies at the end of the year 
1958-59. AU the above 5 societies were got affiliated to the Andhra 
Scheduled Tribes Co-operative Finance and Development Corporation, 
Visakbapatnam. These societies had ou their roils 4,615 members with 
a paid up share capital of Rs. 39,453 (including share capital subsidies) 
on the 30th June 1959. They issued loans to their members to a tuae 
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TtJ^k for P urc ^ ase ° r domestic requirements and a sum of 
ks. zb, i /l was outstanding under loans against members at the end of 
\ n ycar ; advances are recovered mostly through the produce 
coaected and supplied by the me.nbeis con jcrned to the society. They 
purchased minor forest produce worth Rs. 7*53 lakhs from their members 
» Un ? 04 ; t They supplied domestic requirements of the value of 

ks. l.io lakhs to their members during the >ear under report. 

Each marketing society has been eiven the free services of one 
Denuty Tahsildar to work as Manager and one Senior Inspector to work 
as Accountant The entire cost of other establishment of these societies 
was also mot by the Government.

improve the economic condition of the scheduled tribes residing in the 
agency areas and forest areas, the following schemes under co-operation 
are proposed to be implemented during the Second Five-Year Plan 
under Art. 275(1) of the constitution of India grants in-aid scheme, 
schemes relating to the above are being implemented in places not 
covered by the Andhra Scheduled Tribes Co-operative Finance and 
Development Corporation Ltd., Visakhapatnam.

The working of the societies in which the above schemes were 
implemented are given below. 
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1 . The Atmakur Chenchu Co-apersthe Purchase and Sale Society 
Limited, Atmakur P. No. 459: — There were 45 1 members on its rolls 
with a paid up share capita! of Rs. !.969‘Q? as on bOth June 1959. 
The members of the Society were chenchus who are the pi t-dominant 
Hill tribes population in the Nallatnalais. 

" The society is running 3 sub-depots at Peddacfceruvu Bairluty, and 
Sreesailam besides its main depot at Atmakur. These sub-depots 
receive — forest produce from chenchoos and in return supply them with 
food grains and other domestic requin, meats to the value of the pro- 
duce. Important item of minor forest produce handled by the society 
were tamarind, honey, and groundnuts. The society supplied not only 
the necessaries of life of chenchoos but also supplied the needs cf other 
public and the pilgrims of Sreesailam. The sub-depots of Fcddacheruvu 
and Srisailam are doing a lot of service to the public as well as pilgrims 
by supplying essential articles at cheaper rates. 

During the year it purchased minor forest produce worth 
Rs. 18,446 and sold minor forest produce worth Rs. 34,501. It also 
purchased food stuffs of the value of Rs. 73,088 and sold food stuffs of 
the value of Rs. 79,019. 

The society through its sub-depots supplied food stuffs and other 
articles to the chenchoo schools. It also supplied dietorv articles for 
chenchoo hospitals at Peddacheruvu. 

Government continued to extend the free services of a forest 
Ranger to work as the secretary of the society and two Junior 
Inspectors of Co-operative societies to work as managers at Bairluty 
and Peddachervu sub-depots during the year 1958-59. Grants to the 
tune ofRs. 14,472 for the construction of staff quarters for the Secre- 
tary and the co-operative Inspector Managers at Peddachervu and 
Bairluty were also granted to the society. 

Subsidy to a tune of Rs. 4,000 for the construction of Sale depot 
at Bairluty was given to the society. The construction Of sale 
depot and the staff quarters at Bairluty and Peddachervu have been 
completed almost. 


2. The Dornal Chenchu Co-operative Purchase and Sale Society Limi- 
ted, Bornal, Kurnool TD/sin/ct :— There were 209 members bn its rolls 
with apaid up share capital of Rs 291 as on the 30th June 1959, The 
Society was granted lease of minor Forest Produce in Dorm 1 Forest 
Range for tbe year 1958-59. The lease period was from 1st October 
1958 to 30th September 1959 but the lease was sanctioned to the society 
in the month of January, 1959, i. e„, after three rnontlis from the 
commencement of the collection seasort.

The society was sanctioned a grant of 
Rs. 8,000 ot which Rs. 5,000 was tor working Capital and Rs. 3,000 
for construction of a Sales Depot cum office building at Dornal, The 
society constructed a sale depot cum office building at Dornal from 
the grant of Rs. 3,000 sanctioned to the society. 

During the year 1958-59 an additional amount of Rs. 15,000 was 
sanctioned to the society for construction of a godown at Dornal. The 
construction of the building was completed except some minor repairs 
at the end of the year under report. 

3. The Agency Produce Co-operative Marketing Society Limited, Kota- 
ramachandrapuram : —There were 175 members on its rolis with a paid up 
share capital of Rs, 5/M6 as on the 30th June 1959. The membership 
of the society is confined to the tribal people belonging to Polavaram 
Taluk. During the year 1958-59 the society purchased Minor Forest 
Produce from the hill tribes worth Rs. 17,6 0 and supplied it to the 
corporation. Further it supplied domestic requirements of its members 
of the value of Rs. 11,786. It al<o distributed manures as an agent 
of the West Godavari Marketing Federation Limited, Eiuru. The 
funds of the society consisted mainly of the funds provided by the 
Government through the corporation. 

During the year 1958-59, Government sanctioned Rs. 24,000 to 
the society for construction of godown and staff quarter at a cost of 
Rs. 27,300. The construction of godown and staff quarters has been 
completed during the year. The society was given the free services 
of Senior Inspector to work as the Secretary of the society. 

4. The Anantagiri Agency M ulti-purpose Co-operaii re Society There

There has been a slight increase in the volume of the business of 
Consumers Co-operative Stores. During the year Government were 
addressed to entrust distribution of sugar and wheat on monopoly basis 
to Co-operative societies. Government entrusted this business to the 
Muncipal Corporation, Secunderabad and Hyderabad in so far as the 
twin cities are concerned and the Revenue Department in other areas.

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CHAPTER VII. 

Handloom Industry. 

Weavers’ Co-opera si ve Societies. 


1. General Progress :— During the year under report Weavers 
Co-operatives made steady progress. The year witnessed the intensifi- 
cation of the efforts for the effective implementation of the Cess Fund 
Schemes and strengthening of weavers’ Co-operatives to enable than 
gradually, recoup the accumulated losses sustained during the previous 
years. Attempts have been made to make the primary weavers 
societies financially strong by strengthening their share capital 
position and by improving the marketing of their finished goods, 
Subsidies and grants were sanctioned to tire apex weavers .co-operative 
societies to expand their ra trkeling organisation. To stimulate sales 
rebate was sanctioned to weavers' Co-operative societies on the sale 
of handloom cloth. Both the apex weavers’ Co-operative societies in 
Andhra Pradesh were sanctioned temporary accommodation fay State 
Government during the slack season to enable them to procure stocks 
from the primary weavers’ Co-oper.-tive societies and thus reduce stag- 
nation and thus help the primaries in carrying on their production 
activities and provide employment to their members to the extent 
possible. Improved appliances, such as reeds and healds, slays, 
warping machines etc., were supplied to the socieles to improve their 
technical efficiency and also quality and quantity of their production. 


Ahdhra Pradesh is dificient in yarn. Added to this weavers* 
Co-operatives have to-cepend upon the private mills for the supply cf 
yarn. ''With a view to .remedy this situation to the exten t possible new 
spinning mills on C - -operative basis have been brought into existence. 
The Andnra Co-operative Spinning Mills Ltd., Guntaka! has increased 
its spindleage. The Netha* Co-operative Spinning Mill? Ltd., 
Hyderabad is expected to go into production within six months. 
The Chirala Co-operative Spinning Mills Ltd., Chimla which is 
intended to manufacture fine counts of yarn, is taking steps for 
construction of necessary buildings and procurement of machinery. 
The Co-operative Spinning Mill started for the cotton growers at 
l/avakonda is taking steps to collect the required share capital.

There has been an increase in the working capital and the business 
transactions of the society during the year v.hen compared with the 
previous year. The society has been expanding its marketing organisa- 
tion and its other auxiliary activities and therefore it requires additional 
financial provision to carry out increasing responsibilities. The 
society continues to obtain, financial accommodation from the Reserve 
Bank of India. 

The society obtained credit limits of Rs. 15 lakhs under section 17 
(2) (a) of the Reserve Bank of India Act for purchase of yarn and 
Rs. 30 lakhs under section 17 (2) (bb) for marketing from Reserve Bank 
of India. It is running 5 handloom factories for the production o 
shirtings, coatings, bed sheets and towels and also 5 pattern making 
factories for evolving new designs in handloom cloth to suit the chang- 
ng fashions of the consumers and thus enlist their patronage and 
{support. It has been maintaining two dye factories at Rajahmundry and 
Nellofie for the supply of coloured yarn ib jts , affiliated primaries and 
to its factories. It hah also established one modern dye unit at Manga- : 
kgiri. ; It dyed 7,985| ibs. of yarn during ; the year and supplied it to 
the primaries. At the end of the year under report it had 187 emporia 
or depots and yarn units of which 7 were situated in other states, 
iyurihg the y ear 1958-59 it supplied handloom doth worth Rs. ;2*88 
lakhs to the consuming departments of the Government of Andhra

Steps 
are being taken to collect the arrears. 

5. Weavers’ Relief Schemes

from centi al b inks. The entire amount was disbursed to the Central

6. Provision of working capital loans— Reserve Bank Finance 

During the yeai, the Reserve Bank of India fixed credit limits to the 
tune of Rs. 57 60 lakhs to 14 central Co-operatve banks and the 
Andhra Handloom Weavers’ Co-operative society xn the Andhra area 
An amount of Rs 21 03 lakhs was drawn by the central banks for 
financing weavers societies during the year. The Andhra Handloom 
Weavers’ society has drawn entire credit limit of Rs 20 lakhs fixed for 
it. The applications of 8 central banks and the Hyderabad Handloom 
Central Co-operative Association Ltd., Hyderabad m the Telanjana 
area were recommended to the Reserve Bank for sanction of credit 
limits to the extent of Rs. 30.32 lakhs. The Reserve Bank of India 
sanctioned credit limits to 5 central Co-operative banks to the extent 
of Rs. 6.83 lakhs The entire amount was drawn by the banks, 
during the year The Reserve bank of India did not sanction credit 
limits to three Central Co-opeiaiive banks m Telangana area o i the 
ground th it the overdues weie heavy and their financial position w is 
not satisfactory.

The programme was intensified during the celebrations of 
the handloom week. The opening of new depots and the employment 
of mobile vans for the display "and the sale of handloom cloth gave 
impetus to the publicity programmes. 

(Hi) Measures for the impro vement in design and better technique 
standardisation: — Improved appliances such as, dobbics, press 

machines, warping machines were supplied to the primary weavers 
co-operative societies to improve their quality of production and 
reduce its cost A total amount of Us. 2*12 lakhs was spent for the 
supply of improved appliances during the year. 

(iv) Expansion of the organisation of the State Society 

for marketing and propaganda : — During the year both the 

apex weavers co-operative societies took steps to strengthen 

their marketing organisation with the assistance available 

from cess fund. The Hyderabad Handloom Weavers Central Co- 
operative Association Limited, Hyderabad opened 15 internal depots 
during the year 3958-59 besides continuing the existing internal depots, 
city emporia and interstate depots. The Hyderabad Handloom 
Weavers Central Co-operative Association opened an interstate depot 
at Calcutta. The Andhra Handloom Weavers Co-operative Society 
and the Hyderabad Handloom Weavers Central Co-operative Association 
were having 166 depots and 65 depots respectively of all categories at 
the end of the year. 

(v) Dye factories: (Modern Dye . Units).— - The modern dye units 
set up by the Yemmiganur and Eluru Weavers Co-operative Societies 
continued to function during the year. The Andhra Handloom 
Weavers Co-operative Society has established a dye factory at Mangala- 
giri. The Hyderabad Handloom Weavers Central Co-operative 
Assosiation is taking steps to insial one modern dye unit at Hydera- 
bad. The total expenditure incurred under this scheme during the 
year amounted to Rs. 22,290. 

(vi) Installation of Calendering Plant: — The buildings for the 
calendering plant at Mangakgiri were completed and the machinery was 
installed. The Andhra Handloom Weavers Co-operative Society is 
taking steps to recruit an expert Chemist and other technical staff to 
run the plant. The plant will be put into commission soon. The 
financial assistance so far extended to the Andhra Handloom Weavers 
Co-operative Society to set up this plant amounted to Rs. 3,10,450 
under loans and Rs. 1,36,450 under grants. 

(vii) Research Institute A non-recurring grant of Rs. 55,505 
and a recurring of Rs. 40,080 was sanctioned by the Government of 
India for the establishment of research Institute to carry on research 
work in the Handloom industry, The State Government have sanctioned 
a grant of Rs. 50,000 for the purchase of land and the construction 
of the building. The machinery has already been installed in the 
building Constructed at Mangalagjri.lhe institute is expected to started 
functioning 1 soon,.

All the above societies con ducted 5,46 J houses in various munici- 
palities and major pnnehayat-. of the State and helped in relieving 
house congestion in urban areas to some extent. 

Table No. 32 <&t the eno will indicate the financial portion and 
operation of Co-operative Housing Societies in Andhra Pradesh. 

2. Co-operative UovJ fhan-.c Corporation : --This society was 
reg' sieved as an apex institution fur the housing societies in the erstwhile 
Hyderabad St tevith the object of coordinating the activities of its 
affiliated co-operatives and to provide finance to them. But it could not 
function for want of funds and support from primary housing co-ope- 
ratives. There were 1 1 societies on its rolls with a paid up share 
capital of Rs. 7,000. Steps are being taken to liquidate it as efforts to 
revive it proved in vain. 

3. State Urban Housing Scheme :— This scheme was in operation 
iince 1923 in Andhra area of the State. Under this scheme the maxi- 
mum amount of Government lean admissible is four times the paid up 
hare capi'al of a member subject to a maximum of Rs. 15,000 per 
louse. Loans sanctioned are repayable in beetween 10 to 20 years. 

n the budgets for 19 j 8-59 and 1959-60 no amounts, for sanction of 
resh loans, were provided under the scheme consequent on the imple- 
lentation of the Low Income Group Housing Scheme and therefore 
je sanction of new leans was stooped. During the financial year 
959-60, Government authorised the Registrar to incur expenditure

Consequent on the extension of the Low Income Group Ilousmg 
Scheme to all major panchayuts besides the municipal towns in the 
Andhra area and the efflux of population from muffasil to Hyderabad 
and Secunderabad cibcs consequent on the location of the State 
Capital at Hyderabad, there is an ever increasing demand for loans 
from the housing co-operatives in the twin cities as also the entire 
state. The scheme has become popular am ng the public. 

5. Rural Homing Societies :-— The scheme wa« introduced in the 
composite Madras State in the year 1950 and w.s in operation in 
Andhra area of the State. Under the scheme the Government loan is 
limbed to three times the paid up share capital subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 5,000 per house. The estimated cost of each house should be not 
less than Rs, 3,000 or above Rs, 12,500. The plinth area of a house 
should be atleast 450 sq. ft The’eweie 41 Rural Housing Co-opera- 
tives in Andhra area at the end of the venr. These societies had 1694 
members with a paid up share capital of Rs. 2*0! lakhs as on 
30th June, 1959. Their working capital amounted to Rs. 6 60 lakhs. 
A sum of Rs, 4*47 lakhs was due to Government under laans white a 
sum of Rs. 5*63 lakhs was outstanding again T members under leans 
at the end of the year. No loans were disbursed during the year under 
report. During the year 28 houses were constructed and 61 houses 
were under various stages of construction at the end of the year. 
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In the budgets for 1 958-* 59 and 1959-60 no amounts were provi- 
ded for sanction as loans to Rural Housing Co-operative So ne ies 
under this scheme. Sanction of new loans was siop.vd u d:r this 
scheme in view of the implementation of the village Housing 
Project Scheme. During tlie financial year 1959-60, Government 
permitted the Registrar to incur expenditure of Rs. 0*30 lakhs towards 
the committed expenditure under' the scheme. Balances of Joans 
pending drawal amounting to Rs. 0*51 lakhs were rea Hotted to the 
Rural Housing Societies. An amount of Rs 0*27 lakhs was utilised 
the year 1959— i 

In the Telangana area, one rural housing co-operative society 
was registered during the year raising the total number of societies to 
four at the end of the year. These societies had on their rolls 169 
members with a pud up capital of Rs, 0*08 Lakhs. A sum of Rs. 0*53 
lakhs was outstanding towards loans- obtained from Government, while 
..a sum of Rs. 0*55 lakhs was due from members at the end of the year. 
During the year two houses were constructed rori eleven houses were

6. Industrial Housing Scheme * — The Commissioner of Labour is 
in-charge of the Industrial Housing Scheme. 

7. Middle Income Group Housing Scheme : — The scheme lias been 
sponsored by the Government of India and the funds necessary for 
implementation of the scheme are advanced by the Life Insurance 
Corporation' of India to the State Governments. Government have 
decided to implement this scheme through the Co-operative sector also. 
The salient features of the scheme are enumerated as under — 


The annual income of the applicant should be more than 
Rs. 6,000 but should not exceed Rs. 12,000. The amount of Govern- 
ment loan to be granted for purchase of a developed plot of land 
shall not exceed 80% of its cost subject to a maximum of Rs. 4,000 
per site. The maximum loan assistance for construction of a house 
shall not exceed 80% of the estimated cost of construction (exclusive 
of the value of site) subject to a maximum of Rs. 16,000. The total 
cost of construction (exclusive of the value of site) shall rot exceed 
Rs. 25,000. The door area of the house proposed to be built should 
be not lest than 7C0 sq. ft. The loans sanctioned are recoverable in a 
maximum period of 25 equated annual instalments. The houses con- 
structed under this scheme should be insured with one of the subsi- 
diaries of the l ife Insurance Corporation atleast to the extent of 
Government loan outstanding at the close of each year till the loan is 
repaid in ML 


Under the Co-operative Sector it is proposed to work the schrme 
only in select municipal towns to start with, considering the size of the 
loans and the income group of the applicants under the scheme. As 
the implementation of the State Urban Housing Scheme Las been.

for sanction as loans to Co-operatives under this scheme, a sum ui 
Rs. 15 lakhs has since b en allocated to the Co-operative sector from 
out of the total allocation for 1959-60. The rules governing the 
sanction of loans under the scheme., are pending finalisation. This 
scheme will he implemented through Co-opera. ives during 1960-61. 

8 . Acquisition of Land : — Since the post of Special Land Acquisition 
Officer v as retrenched with effect from 30th November 1959, Govern- 
ment in their G. O. Ms. No. 1008, L. A., Dated 14th April 1959 have 
vested the powers of the Special Laud Acquisition Officer with the 
Deputy Registrar (Housing,' in the Head Office to dispose of pending 
items of Land Acquisition work namely refunding of deposits, revalida- 
tion of cheques already issued, sending of land acquisition check memo, 
to the Collectors, etc. During the year Government have sanctioned 
two loans amounting to Rs. 34,175*77 n.p to the Bhimavaram 
Co-operative House Building Society Limited., Bhimavaram to enable it 
to deposit the amount in court towards the enhanced compensation 
awarded by the High Court as the Society was not in a position to pay 
the enhanced compensation to its decree holders. Fresh land acquisi- 
tion proposals received from Co-operative housing societies have been 
transferred to the concerned Revenue Divisional Officers as there was 
no Land Acquisition Officer to investigate these cases. The staff 
consisting t f one Senior Inspector, Superintendent, one Lower Division 
Clerk and a typist continued to work throughout the year under report. 

9. Programme for 1960-61: — The allocation for 1960-61 under 
“Housing” for Co-operative Sector is Rs. 88*29 lakhs — Rs. 33*34 lakhs 
for Andhra and Rs. 54*95 lakhs for Telangara. Construction of 500 
houses in Andhra and 850 houses in Telangara has been programmed 
for the year. During the year, the Third Housing Minister’s Conference 
was held at Darjeeling in October, 1958. The conference felt that good 
progress had been made under the Low Income Group Housing Scheme 
in all the states and recommended that there should not be any cut in 
the financial allocations under this scheme. The conference also 
recommended that the maximum amount of loan permissible under the 
Low Income Group Housing Scheme may continue to be Rs. 8,000 
per house during the Second Plan period. The Government of India 
have accepted this recommendation. 

10 . Proposed outlay during the Third Five-Year Plan: — The provi- 
sion under the Co-operative Housing sector for the entire Third-Five 
Year Plan period is Rs. 465 lakhs— Rs. 235 lakhs for Andhra and 
Rs, 230 lakhs for Telengana. It is proposed to construct 3380 houses 
in Andhra and 3420 houses in Telangana areas during the Third Five 
Year Plan.

The working of the Federation of Labour Co-operatives a 
Hyderabad is worth mentioning here. The Federation of lab< ur 
Co-operatives Ltd.. Hyderabad, was registered on 30th December 1952 
in the erstwhile Hyderabad State. It is an apex body for labour con- 
tract co-operatives in the Telengana area. The Federation obtains 
construction work and allots them among the affiliated societies. It 
takes 3 per cent of the amount payable to the societies for works exccu- 
W to meet its establishment and contingent charges.

With establishment of a Centra! organisation for 
fishermen co-operative societies, it is hoped that the working of the 
primaries would improve resulting an 'improvement at she economic 
lot of fishermen. 

3. Forest Coape and Charcoal Production and Sale Societies. 

There were 3 ! forest coupe and charcoal production and sale 
societies (27 in Andhra and 4 in Tdangana area) in Andhra Pradesh as 
on. the 30th June 1959 . They had 3699 members on their rolls with a 
paidup share capital of 'As 0*65 l.tkhs. There has been a g-adual 
decline in the business transactions of these societies. Hitherto, the 
lease of forest coupes was given to forest coupe societies and co-opera- 
tive societies composed of Backward classes at rates equal to the 
average of the rental during the previous three lease periods. In their 
G. O. Ms. No. 558 Agriculture Department darid 23rd July 1959, 
Government have ertk red Unit forest coupe societies be given forest 
coupes on concessional terms to be fixed in each individual case on the 
basis of the level of auction sales of similar coupes in the neighbour- 
hood during the preceding year. This has resulted in slight decline 
of the business of these societies. 

During the years 1958-59, Government have sanctioned financial 
assistance to four forest coupe societies in the shape of interest free 
loans of Rs. 5,090 each towards them working capital, Subsidies 
amounting to Rs. 752 were disbursed to four forest coupe societies to 
enable them to meet the cost of clerks and foresters maintained by 
*hem. 


4. Salt Manufacturing Co-operative Societies. 

: The main object of the salt manufacturing co-operative societies is 

to provide fihanci.T assistance to producer members and to help them 
in; securing favourable markets for salt manufactured by them. 


There were 5 salt , manufacturers Co-operative societies with 1,201 
members ori their tolls and a pa.dup share -capital of Rs. 13,112 in 
Andhra Pradesh ps on the 30th June 1959. These Societies advanced 
Rs.'. 3,324 by way of loans to their members during the year 1958-59 
and a sum of Rs. \ 6 . 5.45 w is outstanding at the end of the year. They 
yprodijced saliof the value of Rs. 1*51 lakhs and sold .salt of the value 
of 1*58 lakhs during the year under report. These societies acted as 
agents of members in selling the salt and earned a commission Of 
Rs. 15,948, Two societies worked at a profit of Rs, 6*125 while the 
remaining societies sustained lcsses ar.d the amount of loss sustained by 
them amounted to Rs. 4,350 for the year ending 1958-59.

It earned Rs. 80,131 by way of passenger fares 
during the year, as against Rs. 79,247 during the previous year. The 
gross '"profit earned by it during the year amounted to Rs. 27,335. It 
had Rs. 18,927 under fleet replacement fund at the end of the year. 
It employed 15 of its members as workers in the society. It suffered a 
a net loss of Rs. 10,488 for the year ending 1958-59. 


6. Health Co-operative Societies. 

There were three such societies in Andhra Pradesh at the end of 
the year. The Society in Hyderabad namely the Maruthi Medical and 
Health Co-operative Society though not a purely health co-operative 
society showed progress in the collection of share capital. _ Government 
gave services of a Senior Inspector free of cost to the society to assist 
the society in the collection of share capital and to improve the working 
of the society. During the year one Health Co-operative Society called 
the Sevamandir Health Co-operative Society Limited was registered in 
the Anunthanur District. It had on i:s rolls 24 members, It collected 
subscriptions to a tune of Rs. 130 during the year urder report. 


7. Co-operative Press. 

No Co-operative Printing Press is working independently in Andhra 
sirei There is a Co-operative Printing Press at Rajahmundry attached 
tn the Andhra State Co-operative Union Limited, Rajahmundry. It is 
undertaking the business of publication of books and journals published 
by the union and also the forms and registers required by the Co-opera- 

tives in general. 

Ther* are two Co-operative Printing Presses in the twin cities of 
Hyderabad and Secunderabad , The Co-operative Printing Press in 
Secunderabad was dormant tor several years. The Co-ope.ativ. 
Printing Press in Hyderabad had a P-idup share capitalofRs. . 
lakhs as on the 30th June 1959. The plant and machinery hsld oy it 
was estimated at 0.55 lakhs at the end of the year. It supplied books 
of the value of Rs, 91,245 during the year and the stocks of

CHAPTER XI. 

Prohibition Ameliordtioi Work. 

1. Rehabilitation of Ex-toddy Tappers'— The pa!m_ jaggery manu- 
facturing Co-operative Societies aivi neera Co-operative Societies in 
Andhraarea continued to provide ultarn 'tive employement to th; ex- toddy 
tappeis thiovn out of e upl »ymcnt consequent on tile introduction of 
prohibition. Licences ftr the* tapping of palm trees were issued to the 
tapper members both for manufacturing palm jaggery and allied palm 
products like palm sugar etc., for drawing neera for sale as beverage, 
in previous years. This yea - the work relating xo the issue of licences to 
the tappers was entrusted to this Department, but during he year this 
work was transferred to the Fxc : se Department. Pa’mirah and date 
trees are tapped in the districts of Chittoor, Nellore, Guntur, Krishna, 
West Godavari, East Godavari and V’Sakhap..t.iam while only date 
trees are taiped in the districts of Srikakulam, Cuddapah, Kurnooi 
and Ananthapur. 

2. Palm jaggery mannfarturing Co-operative Societies and neera 
palm jaggery Co-operative Societies. 

(a) With the sanction of new neera and palm jaggery Co-opera- 
tive Societies by Government from time to time the number of neera 
and p«dm jaggery Cc-operative Societies has been increased consi- 
derably. In G O Ms. No. ^62 In iustries dated 2nd March 1959 
Government permitted organisation of new neera societies at 184 
places and the organisation and registration of neera societies at those 
places are under progress As on 30th June 1959 there were 9' 1 0 palm 
jaggery and neera Co-operative Societies in Andhra area of which 449 
societies were permitted to sell neera as beverage. The number of neera 
and palm iaggery Co-operative Societies at the close of the year rose to 
449 from 306 at the beginning of the year. 

The total membership in the 920 societies at the end of the year 
was 79,003 of whom 78,357 were ex-tappers. The total paidup share 
capital of these soe'eties at the end of the year was Rs. 2 73 lakhs. 
The societies are running the business on commission basis and the 
members are expected to dispose of the produce themselves and pay 
commission at the rate of one anna per rupee on the sale proceeds. 

(b) Licences and permits:— During the year, 16120 licences were, 
issued to the members for tapping date or palm trees for drawing 
neera, either for production of palm jaggery or for sale as beverageg. 
There were 193ol licences in force at the end of the year. During the 
year 6958 permits were issued for the sale of neera as beverage and at 
the end of the year 5853 permits were inforce. With the levy of licence 
fee of Rs. 3 25 np. per tree, the taj pers are not so enthusiastic to 
obtain licences with the result the number of icen es and permits issued 
during the year is comparatively low as against 23433 licences and 6977 
permits is»i*ed daring the previous year.

3. Marketing of palm Jaggery societies. 

During the year 81,999 Mds. of palm jaggery and other allied 
products valued at Rs. 7.29 lakhs was sold either by the members 
director through the societies and District federation. The produc- 
tion and sale of plain jaggery was decreased considerably when compa- 
red to that of previous year, be ause many of the tappers could 
not take licence at the commencement of the season it self, as the 
licence fee ofRs. 3.25 was imposed for both r.eera and jaggery manu- 
facturing in the beginning. By the time the licence lee for jaggery 
manufacture was waived t! e painty i ah tapping season was nearing 
c osure. Most of the primary palm jaggery Co-operative societies ate 
not having requisite storage facilities to keep the produce of their 
members. They are also not having adequate finances to purchase the 
palm jaggery produced by the members outright or to arrange for the 
disposal of the same on consignment basis. Ihe West Godavari 
Distiict Palm Jaggery Co operative M.uketmg Federation has since 
completed the constiuction of godovn and dura g the current year i.e., 
during 1960-61 the federation wnl be able to procure and store huge 
quantities of plam jaggery produced by the members of affiliated socie- 
ties. The second biggest institution is the Kavah Palm Jaggery Co- 
operative Societiy in Neliore Distiict. The construction ofagodown 
by this society is under pregress. The working of the above two socie- 
ties deserves specific mention in respect of marketing arrangements 
made by them. 



1. The West Godavari District Palm Jaggery Co-operative Marke- 
ting Federation Limited, Nidadavok in West Godavari District. There 
are 150 primary societies and one individual as members in the 
federation with a paid up share capital of Rs. 29,275. The federation 
was started on its work on 27th May 1953 with the main object of 
marketing the palm jsgsiery produced by the members of ti e affiliated 
societies. During the year the federation purchescd jaggery worth 
Rs. 46,833. The Federation has since completed the construction of 
a godown with the funds obtained from the Khadi & Village Industries 
Commission and during the current year i.c., 1960-61 the federation is 
attempting to procure the entire quantity of plara jaggery produced 
by the members by obtaining required finances from the Andhra 
Pradesh State Palm Gur Co-operative Federation. 

2. The Kavali Palm Jaggery Co-operative Society, Kavali, Nellcre 
District. 


The Kavali Palm Jaggery Co-operative Society in Mcibre District 
is the second society in the Andhra area commanding good business ia 
the marketing of palm jaggery. This society was started on 9th July 
1944. The total membership of the society is 1 CDS with a paid i p 
share sa pita! ofRs. 7758. During the year the society manufacture d 
14,300 maurds of palm jag gery produced by its members. The Khadi 
Commission has sanctioned requisite funds to the society for the cons- 
truction of godown and the construction is now under progress. Ti e 
delay for the completion of the godown is for want of iron materials. 
The Director of Controlled Commod ties lias since supplied the reqi;i- 
red iron materials and it is expected that the construction of the 
godown will be completed in a short period. If this is done t' e 
society will be able to expand its business to an appreciable extent. 


Development of Palm Gur Industry: 

..The. Khadi and Village Industries Commission continued to. provid 3 
financial assistance to the State sponsored palm gur development 
schemes. In order to coordinate the activities of the palm jaggs ry 
Co operative Societies and to execute palm gur development activit'cs 
with, the financial assistance made available by the Khadi & Village 
Industries Commission and State Government an ap/x Co-operative 
organisation styled as “The Andhra Pradesh State Palm Gur Co-opera- 
tive Federation Ltd.” was formed at Nidadavo'e and the federation 
started on its, work on 25th March 1959. The federation has on its rr lis 
128 members Le... 126 primary societies and two individuals with a total 
paid up share capital of R .: 16,800 on 30th June 1959. At present the 
area of operations of federation covers the eleven districts of Andh ra 
area. The main idea of forming -this federation was to entrust the 
implementation of palm gur. development schemes to it directly. For; 
the year 1958-59 the Khadi Commission sanctioned Rs. 1,55,600 to- 
wards grant and Rs. 43,8C 0 towards loan for the palm pr oducts deve- 
lopment scheme and retaining the cost of departmental staff with 
Government the balance of funds i.e„ Rs. 1,38,836 towards grant and 
j - were disbursed to the State Federation.

In addition, financial as* istance was also provided to the milk supply 
unions and societies at Visakhapatnam, Kurnool, Guntur, Hindupur 
and Kalahasti towards purchase of dairy equipment. A total sum 
of Rs. 2- *2 lakhs was spent during ihe year. 

(U) Co-operative Sugar Factories'.— The scheme envisages the 
establishment ot 4 co-operative sugar factories at Chodavaram, Amdala- 
valasa, Palakoi and Chittoor. During the year 1957-58, Government 
contributed a sum of Rs. 24 lakhs towards share capital of the two 
societies at Chodavaram and Chittoor at Rs, i 2 lakhs each. During 
1958-59, a further sum of Rs. 24 lakhs was contributed by Government, 
Rs. 3 lakhs additional contribution to the society at Chodavaram, 
Rs. 6 lakhs to the society at Palakol, and Rs. 15 lakhs to the society 
at Amdalavalasa. Assistance regarding free services of Deputy Regis- 
trars to work as Genera! Managers of these institutions was continued 
during the year. According to arrangement made by the Government 
pf India for the supply of plant and machinery throughjwo comw 



twins set up for the purpose, two of the proposed factories are expec- 
ted to go into production in 1960-61 season and the other two in 
1961-62 season. 

(zv) Co-operative H ousing. — Aga inst the budget provision of Rs. 
2D lakhs in Andhra and 13 lakhs in Telan ar.a a sum of Rs. 24 lakhs 
in Andhra and Rs. 17.97 lakhs in TeLvigana were aa.iady disbursed 
to members of housing societies as loans under the Low Income Group 
Housing Scheme. The number of new houses constiucled during the 
year was 448 in Andhra and 170 m Telangara. 

(v) Welfare of Scheduled Tribes . — A sun of Rs. 0 60 lakhs was 
spent towards cost of staff, construction oi staff quarters, etc., in the 
societies for chenchus at Atmakur and Dornal in km nool District 
construction of a godown for the marketing t oriet/ at Kciharania- 
chandrapuram in the Fomvaram agency and towards the cost of certain 
staff employed in the Registrar’s Office. 

3 . Programme for 1959—60 — ' The year under report (Co-operative 
year ended 30th June 1959) includes the first quarter of tne plan year 
1959-60, with increasing tampo of plan expendituio, a total piovision 
of Rs. 175.37 lakhs has been provided for schemes under all Heads 
of development, as against the total expendituie of Rs. 122-52 lakhs 
in 1958-59. The important features of the progr amm e for 1959-60 
are: 


(a) Giving up the programme for organistation of large sized 
societies, in view of the National Development Council resolution of 
November 1958. 

(b) Expansion and intensification of the programme for organisa- 
tion of new small , societies and their revilalisali&ation with increased 
targets for membership as well as provision of credit. 

(c) Expansion of facilities for maiketing, storage warehousing 
and processing. 

Schemes drawn up for the year were in the process of scrutiny and 
sanction by Government at the end of the year under report (i.e, on 
30th June 1959) and actually, implementation of schemes commenced 
from July, 1959 onwards. A sum of Rs 5.15 lakhs was, however, 
spent upto 30th June 1959 in respect of certain continuing schemes.
